NATURE OF 


INCIDENT: On January 23, 2005, at about 0505 hours, units from Lakewood Station received a 
radio call to respond to the Norm’s Restaurant regarding a person inside of the restaurant with a 
gun. While en route to the location, the deputies were advised that the suspect had begun firing a 
handgun inside of the restaurant and one employee was shot by the suspect and he continued to 
fire the handgun. Deputies Robert Weltee, Unit 133B/EM, Roy Smith, Unit 134T1/EM, Joel 
Rodriguez, Unit 136A/EM, Jason Diplock, Unit 133/EM, and Salvador Rios, Unit 133TI/EM, 
responded to the location. Faced with an “active shooter” situation, the deputies formed an 
emergency entry team, in order to rescue the injured victims and stop the suspect from shooting 
additional persons inside of the restaurant. The deputies entered the restaurant and saw the 
suspect, Maynard King, MB/71, standing near the front counter. The deputies ordered the 
suspect to raise his hands and the suspect pointed a handgun at the deputies. Fearing for their 
safety, Deputies Weltee, Smith and Rodriguez fired their service weapons at the suspect, striking 
him. The suspect fell to the floor. As the deputies approached the suspect, they again ordered 
him to show his hands. The suspect again pointed his handgun at the deputies and the deputies 
again fired their weapons at the suspect, striking him. The suspect remained on the floor, 
motionless. 


While assisting deputies watched the suspect, from a position of cover, assisting deputies 
checked the restaurant for additional victims. Two employees were found hiding in a closet and 
had suffered gunshot wounds in their legs by the suspect. 


Paramedics from Los Angeles County Fire Department responded and treated the two employees 
for their injuries. Both employees were transported to Lakewood Regional Medical Center and 
admitted. The suspect, Maynard King, was pronounced deceased at the scene. 


Internal Affairs Bureau was notified at 0615 houss and Sergeants Clay Anderson and Larry 

Landreth, along with Lieutenant Rick Jennings, of the Internal Affairs Bureau responded to the 
command post on Lakewood Boulevard, in the city of Bellflower, regarding a deputy involved 
hit shooting, When we arrived, Homicide Bureau personnel were at the scene investigating the 
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incident. 

On September 20, 2005, Deputy District Attomey Christina Fleming Buckley issued a Letter of 

Opinion regarding the deputy involved shooting incident. In her review of the shooting, D.D.A. 

Bucktey deemed Deputies Weltee, Rodriguez and Smith acted lawfully in self-defense and in the 
defense of others. 


The following summary is based on verbal and written statements from the involved deputies, 
civilian and employee witness statements.

Suspect 
Suspect King sustained several gunshot, shotgun slug and shotgun buckshot wounds to the 


shoulders, buttocks, back, neck , and hand. The Corner determined the fatal round was from a 
shotgun slug that entered the upper left shoulder and traveled sharply downward, perforating the 
left lung and large intestine. This wound caused the suspect to bleed out.

WELTEE, Robert, Deputy Sheriff, A 

Deputy Robert Weltee was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Kevin Lowe and Dameron 
Peyton on 01-23-2005, at 1230 hours. The interview took place at Lakewood Station and he was 
represented by Mr. John Birke, ALADS. The interview was tape recorded and the following is a 
summary of the interview. 


to work 133B EM shift t approximately 0500 hours, Weltee was assigned to respond 
to the location regarding a "Man with a gun" call. The suspect in the call was described as an older 
male black. As he drove to the location, the cal! was updated to a "Shots fired, active shooter". 


On January 23, 2005, = Robert Weltce was working at Lakewood station and was assigned 
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Deputy Weltee arrived at the location and parked his patrol car on the east curb line of Lakewood 
Boulevard north of the location, facing south. He armed himself with his shotgun, which he had 
earlier loaded with two rounds of rifled slug and two rounds of "00" buck shot. He exited his car and 
noticed a middle-aged male Hispanic or male white near the front of the location. He ordered the 
male to walk toward him and the male complied. As the male passed by Weltee, he said that someone 
was shooting inside the location. Weltee and assisting Deputy, Sal Rios, MBB ove to the front 
of the location and took a position of cover at the northwest corner of the restaurant. As they did 
this, he received an update that two victims inside the location had been shot. He and assisting Deputies 
Jocl Rodriguez and Roy Smith entered the foyer of the restaurant through two glass doors and 
noticed that the interior glass door was shattered. Weltce scanned the interior of the location and 
did not see anyone inside, Due to the nature of the call (active shooter, victims shot inside the location) 
he entered the location with Deputies Rodriguez and Smith. 


Weltee entered the location carrying his shotgun, followed by Deputy Rodriguez carrying a 9mm 
pistol, then Deputy Smith carrying a 9mm pistol. As they entered, Weltee saw a male black 
(Suspect King) pop up behind the service counter of the kitchen, Weltee and his assisting deputies 
yelled at the suspect to raise his hands. The suspect looked around and appeared to be “out of it". 
The suspect then raised his hand and pointed a handgun at the deputies. Rodriguez fired two 
rounds at the suspect from his 9mm as Weltee, fearing that the suspect was going to shoot at them, 
fired two to three rounds at the suspect from his shotgun. 


The suspect immediately dropped down behind the counter. Rodriguez then stepped to the right 
to cover the area where the suspect was last seen and Weltee and Smith moved to the left. Deputy 
Weltee and Smith made their way to the north side of the serving counter where they saw the 
suspect lying on the floor, on his right side, with his head toward them. The suspect was still 
holding his gun and looking around. The suspect pointed his gun at Weltee and Smith and 
Weltee fired one to two shots from his shotgun at the suspect. 


The suspect dropped his gun to the floor but continued to moveas if he was trying to recover the gun. 
Assisting deputies entered the location and covered the suspect while Weltee searched the location with 
other deputies for the victims. They found two female victims inside a storage closet on the northeast 
corner of the location. Both of the victims were suffering from gunshot wounds to their legs. They 
assisted the victims out of the location where they were treated by paramedics. Weltec, along with 
assisting deputies, then searched and cleared the location for additional suspects and victims. During 
his search, he found a cook near the rear of the location. He told the cook to exit the location through 
the rear door and meet with the containment deputies. No other victims or suspects were located 
during the search. Deputy Weltee said he returned to the front of the location and covered the suspect 
as an arrest team moved in and handcuffed the suspect. 
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SMITH, Roy, Deputy Sheriff, S 

Deputy Smith was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Kevin Lowe and Dameron Peyton on 
01-23-2005, at 1140 hours. The interview took place at Lakewood Station and he was 
represented by Mr. Greg Emerson, L.A.S.P.A. The interview was tape recorded and the 
following is a summary of the interview. 


On January 23, 2005, Deputy Roy Smith was working at Lakewood station and was assigned to 
work 134T4 EM sir ND: approximately 0500 Hours, Smith responded to the location 
regarding a "Man with a gun" call. The suspect in the call was described as an older male black. As 
he drove to the location, the call was updated to a "Shots fired, active shooter". Roy arrived at the 
location and parked his patrol car on the east curb line of Lakewood Boulevard north of the location, 
facing south. He exited his car and ran to the northwest corner of the restaurant joining Deputies 
Weltee and Rodriguez. The three deputies stepped into a foyer through two glass doors and noticed that 
the interior glass door was shattered. Smith scanned the interior of the location and did not see anyone 
inside. The three deputies discussed their situation and determined that due to the nature of the call 
(Active shooter with victims inside the location) the deputies must enter the location. 


As they entered, Smith saw a male black (Suspect) pop up from behind the service counter of the 
kitchen. The suspect looked in the deputies direction with a "Crazed look" and pointed a 
handgun at them. Deputies Weltee and Rodriguez fired at the suspect and the suspect dropped down 
behind the counter. Weltee told Rodriguez to cover the right side of the location as Smith and 
Weltee moved left. Smith and Weltce made their way to the north side of the serving counter 
where they saw the suspect lying on the floor on his right side with his head toward them. The 
suspect was still armed with his gun in his left hand. Deputy Smith yelled at the suspect to drop the 
gun several times, but the suspect ignored the orders and pointed the gun at Smith and Weltee. 
Fearing that he and Weltee were about to be shot, Deputy Smith fired two rounds from his 9mm 
pistol at the suspect as Weltee fired at the suspect with the shotgun. The suspect dropped his gun 
to the fioor. Assisting deputies entered the location and covered the suspect while Smith and 
Weltee searched the location for victims. They found two female victims inside a storage closet 
on the northeast corner of the location. Both of the victims were suffering from gunshot wounds 
to their legs. They assisted the victims out of the location where they were treated by paramedics. 
Smith and Weltee then searched and cleared the location for additional suspects and victims, but 
found none. 


RODRIGUEZ, Joel, Deputy Sheriff, 2 
Deputy Smith was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Kevin Lowe and Dameron Peyton on 


01-23-2005, at 1140 hours. The interview took place at Lakewood Station and he was 
represented by Mr. John Birke, A-L.A.D.S. The interview was tape recorded and the following is 
a summary of the interview. 
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On January 23, 2005, Deputy Joel Rodtiguez was working at Lakewood station and was 
assigned to work 136A EM ‘aaa | approximately 0500 Hours, he responded to the 
Norm’s Restaurant regarding a "Man with a gun” call. As he drove to the location, the call was 
updated to a "Shots fired, active shooter". Deputy Rodriguez arrived at the location and noticed 
an older male Hispanic running north on the east sidewalk yelling, "He's shooting people.” Deputy 
Rodriguez approached the front of the location with Deputy Weltee and took a position of cover 
at the northwest corner of the restaurant. As he did this, he received an update, via radio, that there 
were victims inside the location and the suspect was shooting. Rodriguez and Weltee discussed 
their options and determined that because they were faced with an active shooter, they had an 
obligatior to enter the restaurant. They entered the foyer of the restaurant through two glass 
doors and noticed that the interior glass door was shattered. Rodriguez scanned the interior of tl 
location and did not see anyone inside.

Deputy Weltee entered the location armed with a shotgun and Rodriguez followed armed with his 
9mm pistol. As they entered, Rodriguezl saw a male black (Suspect King) pop up from behind the 
service counter of the kitchen. Deputy Rodriguez yelled at the suspect to raise his hands. The suspect 
looked in the direction of the deputies and raised his left hand pointing a handgun at Rodriguez and 
Weltee. Deputy Rodriguez yelled at the suspect to drop the gun but he did not comply. Fearing that he 
and Weltee were about to be shot, Rodriguez fired two rounds at the suspect. He heard two shotgun 
blast being fired along with his gunshots. The suspect immediately dropped down behind the 
counter. Deputy Rodriguez then covered the area where the suspect was last seen as Weltce and Deputy 
Smith moved to the left. Weltee and Smith made their way to the north side of the serving counter 
in an attempt to locate the suspect. Rodriguez then heard the deputies yelling at the suspect followed 
by a shotgun blast. Rodriguez moved his position to where We!tee and Smith were and saw that the 
suspect was lying on the floor, on his right side, with his head toward him, The suspect continued to 
move as if he was trying to pick up the handgun that was on the floor next to his body. An unknown 
deputy arrived and handed Joel a shotgun to cover the suspect. Rodriguez pulled back the slide of his 
pistol and ejected a live round before he holstered his pistol. Hecovered the suspect with the shotgun 
while the other deputies removed the injured victims and cleared the location. An arrest team moved 
in and handcuffed the suspect. 


SUSPECT STATEMENTS:

Deputy Sal Ries was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Lowe and Peyton. IAB Investigator 
Sergeant Larry Landreth was also present. The interview took place on 01-23-2005, at 1415 
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hours, at Lakewood Station. The interview was recorded and the following is a summary of the 

interview, 


Deputy Rios was working unit 133T1 early mornings in the area of Bellflower Boulevard and 
Flower Street, in the city of Bellflower, when he was assigned the €lag #79)"Man with a gun" at 
the Norms restaurant. 


As he responded to the location, the call was updated to, "Shots fired.” Prior to his arrival, the call was 
again updated to an "Assault with a Deadly weapon," victims shot at location, active shooter 
inside. Upon his arrival, he met with Deputies Jason Diplock , Roy Smith, Robert Weltee and 
Joc! Rodriguez north of the location. The Deputies formulated a plan and approached the 
location. Upon reaching the door, Rios did not see anyone inside the restaurant. He could see that 
there was an exterior and interior entry door to the restaurant. The interior door had been shattered 
and there was glass scattered across the floor. Deputies Smith, Weltee and Rodriguez were in front of 
him as they entered the location. Rios went to the right scanning the south portion of the restaurant for 
suspects, victims, or patrons when he saw the suspect popping up and down from behind the 
counter in the cook area, pointing a handgun at the deputies. Rios saw Deputies Smith, Weltee and 
Rodriguez to his left shouting at the suspect to drop the gun. The suspect refused and Deputies 
Smith, Weltee and Rodriguez fired at the suspect. Deputy Rios did not fire his weapon due to his 
position and obscured sight of the suspect. The suspect fell to the ground and deputies advanced further 
into the restaurant. 


Rios held his position as Deputies Smith and Weltee moved to the counter space to the north of where 
the suspect went down. Rios heard deputies continuing to yell at the suspect not to move. He then 
heard several more shots fired. Rios moved to the south end of the cook area behind the counter 
where the suspect was down on the ground. Rios held the suspect at gunpoint until he was handcuffed 
without incident.

DIPLOCK, Jason, Deputy Sheriff, E O | 

Deputy Diplock was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Lowe and Peyton. IAB Investigator 
Sergeant Larry Landreth was also present. The interview took place on 01-23-2005, at 1335 
hours, at Lakewood Station. The interview was recorded and the following is a summary of the 


interview. 
Deputy Diplock was working unit 133 early mornings in the area of Bellflower Boulevard and 


Flower Street, in the city of Bellflower, when he was assigned the call of a "Man witha gun” at the 
_ Norms restaurant. As he responded to the location, the call was updated to, "Shots fired." Prior to 
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his arrival, the call was again updated to an, “Assault with a Deadly Weapon," victims shot at 
location, active shooter inside. Upon his arrival, he met with Deputy Sal Rios and Deputies Smith, 
Weltee and Rodriguez north of the location. The deputies formulated a plan and approached the 
location. Upon reaching the door, Jason Diplock could see that there was an exterior and interior entry 
door to the restaurant. The interior door had been shattered and there was glass scattered across the 
floor. Diplock believed that the glass bad been shattered as a result ofa gunshot. He did not sec 
anyone inside the restaurant. Deputies Smith, Weltee and Rodriguez were in front of him as they 
entered the location. Jason saw the suspect briefly armed with a handgun and then lost sight of him. 
Diplock heard Deputies Smith, Weltee and Rodriguez shouting verbal commands at the suspect. The 
suspect refused and the deputies fired at the suspect. Deputy Diplock did not have a clear shot at 
the suspect and did not fire his weapon. The suspect fell to the ground and deputies continued 
into the restaurant. Diplock moved to the left of the entry door and took a position behind Deputies 
Weltee and Smith to the north of where the suspect went down. Diplock heard Deputies Weltee and 
Smith shouting additional commands at the suspect and then heard additional shots fired. Diplock 
moved into Deputies Weltee and Smith's position covering the suspect until he was placed under 
arrest. Diplock remembers hearing handgun and shotgun rounds being fired. He did not recall the 
actual number of shots fired. The suspect was handcuffed without incident and the scene was 


contained.

LEE, Andrew, Deputy Sheriff, 

Deputy Andrew Lee was interviewed by Homicide Investigators Lowe and Peyton. The 
interview took place on 01-23-2005, at 2335 hours, at Lakewood Station. The interview was 
recorded and the following is a summary of the interview. 


On January 23, 2005, Lee was working unit 135B early mornings in a marked black and white 
patrol vehicle. He was traveling southbound on Pioneer Boulevard at South Street, in the city of 
Cerritos, when he noticed a silver colored Chrysler PT Cruiser following behind him. Lee made 
numerous tums and evasive maneuvers in an attempt to lose the vehicle following him, without 
success. Lee slowed and waited for the PT Cruiser to pull along side his patrol vehicle, Lee felt the 
driver's behavior was strange and prepared himself for a possible confrontation. The PT Cruiser met 
with Deputy Lee’s vehicle. Deputy Lec saw that the vehicle’s passenger's side window was down 
and the lone occupant of the vehicle was an elderly male black. The driver asked Lee if he could go 
and park with him. Deputy Lee informed him that he had calls to go to and asked what he needed. 
The driver said that it's dangerous and that he could have a gun too. He said that he worked for 
Council Woman Maxine Waters. Lee asked if there was anything else he needed. The driver said 
no. They separated and Lee noted the encounter. Twenty to thirty minutes later, Lee responded to 
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the "Shots fired” call at the Norms restaurant in Bellflower and saw that same P.T. Cruiser parked in 
front of the location. That vehicle was later identified as the suspect's vehicle.

She said that about 3 weeks prior, her iea acting strangely. He began physically fighting with 
his å i would rage at passerby's without any provocation. He would race his car up and 
down the street and run stop signs. In one instance he grabbed a woman on the street by her arm and 
accused her of being out to "get him". His behavior grew so bizarre and violent that she took him to 
several hospitals in an attempt to have him psychologically examined. 


Each time she was told by doctors that nothing was physically wrong him and he was sent home. He 
was not taking any medication that she knew of and had never been a smoker or drinker but had 
recently started doing both. 


She said that he had not slept in the past 2 weeks and recently went on a buying spree in Beverly Hills. 
He would buy expensive items that he had no need for and was giving i ay to strangers on the 
street.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney’s 
Office has completed its review of the January 23, 2005, fatal shooting of Maynard King 
by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Deputies Robert Weltee, Roy Smith and Joel 
Rodriguez. We have concluded that the deputies acted lawfully in self-defense and in 
defense of others. 


The folle usis is ba: a reports prepared by the Los Angeles County 
Sherif’ s Vepurument and subins.ed to this office by Detective Dameron Peyton and 
Detective Kevin Lowe on July 27, 2005. The District Attomey's Response Team was 
notified of the shooting at approximately 6:30 a.m. on January 23,2005, The District 
Attomey Response Team, comprised of D: District Attomey Michael Petterson and 
District Attorney Senior Tavesuseor IMI esponded to the scene, They were 
given a briefing of the circumstances surrounding the shooting and a “walk-through” of 
the scene. Compelled statements were considered as a part of this analysis, 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On January 23, 2005 at approximately 5:07 a.m., Deputies Robert Weltee, FA | 11 | 0? H 
Joel Rodriguez were dispatched to Norm’s Restaurant at 17844 Lakewood ] a V 

the city of Lakewood. Prior to their arrival, the deputies were notified of ar NE 
shooter and victims inside the restaurant. Deputies Weltee, Smith, Rodrigu 

Diplock and Sal Rios arrived at the location and formed a plan for entering 


Restaurant.

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Deputy Weltee entered the location carrying a shotgun. Deputies Rodriguez arid Smith 
followed him, each armed with a 9mm pistol. As they entered the restaurant, Maynard 
King jumped up from behind the service counter. Deputy Weltee and Deputy Rodriguez 
ordered King to raise his hands, King looked in their direction. He raised his left hand 
and pointed a handgun in the deputies’ direction. Deputy Rodriguez ordered King to 
drop the gun. King ignored the order. In fear for their safety, Deputies Weltee and 
Rodriguez fired their weapons at King, causing him to drop behind the counter. 


Deputy Rodriguez stepped to the right and Deputies Smith and Weltee moved to the 
north counter area, King was laying on the floor on his right side. He was still holding 
the gun in his left hand. Deputy Smith ordered King to drop the gun several times. King 
continued to ignore the deputy’s commands and aimed the gun at Deputy Smith and 
Deputy Weltee. Fearing they were ahout ta be shot, Deputy Smith and Deputy Weltee 
each fired two rounds at King. King finally dropped his gun to the floor. 


Assisting deputies entered the location and helped Deputy Rodriguez detain King at 
gunpoint. The deputies recovered a Colt revolver with six exp .38 caliber rounds 
near King’s body. Paramedics examined King and pronounced death at 5:43 a.m. 
Meanwhile, Deputies Smith and Weltee searched the location and found 
zai a storage area.

January 23, 2005. They watched as King, a regular customer, walked over and sat at the 
service counter next to a group of four young men. Asi valkes over to wait on 
King, she noticed that he removed a handgun from his waistband area. She immediately 
ran to the kitchen where she joined Both women usec their cell phones to call 
911, 


They observed King pointing the gun at the young men and ordering them to leave the 
restaurant. The women heard a gunshot and ran to the storage room, and then heard two 
additional gunshots. Shortly thereafter, King entered the storage area and ordered the 
women to, “Call the Sheriff.” King fired one round at the women, striking: 
the upper left leg. King left momentarily. When he returned to the storage area, he 
yelled, “I said, call the fucking Sheriff.” He fired an additional round, strikin; int 
the lower leg and then he left the storage area. 


Additional civilian witnesses corroborated King’s irrational and violent behavior at the 
restaurant. Investigators also recovered additional ammunition from King’s vehicle and 
his home. 


Deputy Medical Examiner Jeffrey P. Gutstadt, M.D., concluded that King died as a result 
of multiple gunshot wounds. Dr. Gutstad: determined that King’s fatal wounds were 
inflicted by two shotgun slugs. 
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
